Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant informed that during Appeal Conference on 01/09/2008 it 
was concluded that while composition claims are not viewed as allowable, the claims directed to a method of use (as in 
claim 14) would be allowable. Applicant expressed interest in proceeding with allowance of "method" claims, but was 
informed that method of use has been already allowed in the continuation of this application 10/223526, and thus if 
applicant desires to persue method claims in this application, a Terminal Disclaimer is required. .
